The Chamber of Commerce of the United 
States has succinctly and compellingly sum­ 
med up the main arguments against provid­ 
ing medical benefits under the Social Se­ 
curity system, to be financed by increased 
SS taxes. They run like this: 
The proposed program is compulsory. 
Employes and employers would have to pay 
for it whether or not they wanted to partici­ 


pate. 
It is not needed. Private insurance plans 
are available in ever-increasing numbers for 
those needing and wanting health insurance. 
The Kerr-Mills Act of 1960, which provides 
aid under a federal-state system for those 
who cannot afford a private plan, hasn’t 
been given a chance to prove its effective­ 
ness. 
It would pervert the Social Security sys­ 
tem. For the first time, a beneficiary would 
he forced to accept part of his benefits in 


the form of government-paid service instead 
of cash. H e’d have no choice in the matter. 
It is unfair. A young married couple 
would be forced to pay higher Social Se­ 
curity for a lifetime to finance health bene­ 
fits for wealthier older citizens who have 
contributed relatively little to the fund. It 
can be added that people of large means 
can, and do, draw Social Security payments, 
so long as they don’t work at a paying job. 
It is illusory. Many aged people seem to 
think the program would take care of all their 
medical costs. In fact, it would cover only 
a part of hospital and nursing home expen­ 
ses. It is said that for the average older per­ 
son, only about a fourth of his health and 
medical costs would be met. 
No one minimizes the medical problems 
of the aged. But those problems would be 
compounded, rather than solved, by the faulty 
and dangerous Social Security approach. 


There Is Poison in Your Home! 


How are you fixed for poisons in your

That is far from an idle question. For, 


says the American Medical Association, there 


are 250,000 products in home use which con­ 
tain some form of poison. These serve neces­ 
sary and desirable functions. But, on the 
debit side, 600,000 children manage to poi­ 
son themselves each year, about 500 fatally. 


These poisons include cleaning and pol­ 
ishing agents, detergents, cosmetics, paint, 
and a next-to-endless list of other items. The 
best of all safety precautions is to keep them 
under lock and key. But that is not practi­ 
cal in many cases—so the AMA offers a num-

E qually, the P resident will try 
h ard to reac h and regain, if h e’s 
lost it, the consensus of popular 
confidence. T he key w ord of his 
effort is ‘'reaso n ab le n ess.” He in­ 
tended this key w ord to be the 
keynote of the Y ale C om m cnc- 
tre n t speech. He tried to m ake it 
sound reaso n ab le that 'h e federal 
governm ent m ust grow and th a t 
d eficit 
financing 
is 
som etim es 
p erm issible. T he P resident didn’t 
expect to convince anti-K ennedy 
b usinessm en and R epublican jo u r­ 
nalists. 
His 
spéech-w riters had 
aim ed the Y ale speech not at the 
business com m unity a t all, but a t 
the academ ic com m unity and at 
open-m inded opinion-m akers. 
It will tak e a while to see how 
w ell the P resid en t succeeded. He 
and his staffers discovered som e­ 
thing about delayed reaction back 


in A pril w hen h e used his p ress 
conference to ca stig ate the U.S. 
Steel C orp. F o r the first three 
days, w hile Big Steel held firm 
on its $6 a ton p rice hike, the 
W hite House m ail w as heavily fa­ 
vorable. The people felt he had 
attack ed inflation and acted in de­ 


fense of th eir pocketbooks. But

down, 
w hen the d an g er of higher costs 
w ere av erted, an o th er reaction set 
in. N ow people b egan to blam e 
JF K not for w h at h e ’d done, but 
for th e m ethods h e ’d used, m uch 
as they cam e to blam e the late 
Joe M cC arthy. 
Sim ple P roposition 
T he ad m in istratio n is still hop­ 
ing th a t the final reaction on the 
Y ale speech w ill n o t be on the 
ab stru se, confusing, over-sophis- 
cated language, b u t on the plain 
and sim ple proposition th at M r. 
K ennedy know s h e ’s head of a 
businessm an’s country. 
T he P resid en t feels this about 
him self 
and 
h is 
adm inistration 
because of the dealings h e’s had 
with specific industries. The a ir­ 
lines, the textile p lants and the 
railro ad s have all expressed con­ 
fidence and g ra titu d e concerning 
W hite H ouse actions in their af­ 
fairs. 


As fo r m yself. I think the P resi­ 
dent is undergoing the re-educa­ 
tion w hich will end by m aking 
him a sad d er b u t w iser m an.
